actual application the United States 
is in the lead. 
“What the United States needs,” 
he said, “is an organized system of 
airways, federal laws and some form 
of tangible 
encouragement 
for its 
civilian operators. 
“In all the larger European nations 
aviation is being deceloped with the 
idea that it is the first line of de­ 
fense, and subsidies of 50 per cent or 
so on the original cost and the cost 
of operation are in effect for private­ 
ly owrned air craft.”
